coarse waggery—while there is so little 
to recommend if, except perhaps us a 
wand in the hand of a genius like 
Rabelais one is inclined to wonder 
that it has no t Ixvn long ago banished 
utterly, at the least from all well bred 
Intercourse. 
First, to practice it w itho ut specific 
design or 
n r. *;! •!.' 
for humor, usual 
!y betrays a frivolous disposition, an 
irregular im agination o r a slovenly in 
attentio n to im po rtant details. 
Next, 
it indicates an alm ost recklessdisregard 
of moral accuracy and a carelessness of 
the effect of language upon ano ther, 
which, to say the least, are by no means 
respectful to o ne's audito rs. 
Again, 
lit hough it may no t even suggest the 
notion of ,*i willful perversion of .actual 
fact o r any intent harm fully to deceive 
ano ther, yet it insensibly begets, when 
accustomed to hear this sort of talk, a 
habit of hearers of paying but little 
attentio n to such u speaker's state 
merits.

A MONSTER AV IA RY . 


S om e th in g A b ou t th e L a rgest B ird C a ge 
T h a t H a s E v e r Be« **» B u ilt. 
California may well boast of its big 
trees, its w aterfalls of the Yo vm ite and 
its m am m oth frnit end vegetable prod­ 
uets, but it has tul led another laurel to 
its crown in the possession of tho largest 
aviary in the world. 
An hour'» journey 
from San Francisco by w ater and rail 
brings ono to the quiet liitlo to w n of 
San Pablo, in Contra Costa county, and 
a short drive from there is the old and 
well known Alvarado Rancho, now own 
i*d by Henry F. Em etic. 
Over an area 
of 2,500 .'teres of fertile ground are scat­ 
tered orchards and wheat fi Ids that 
yield wonderful 
c r o pa ul near the cen­ 
ter of this domain i 
tho old homo of 
Mr. Emerie's lather, ro w decer.ae:l. 
it is a quaint structure, with shaded 
verandas, and its 
ro o f is robed with a 
mantle of pure while Castilian roses. 
Fronting tho house are parterres o! 
choice flowers of innum erable kinds, 
bright w ith color and as fragrant as the 
breeze w afted odors of (JoyIon. 
There 
are, in fact, 310 varieties of roses alone 
to 1h? seen, and in 
tho conservatory 
there are rare orchids and o ther valnablt* 
plants. 
Through tho vista of weeping willows 
and peach atul apple trees, heavily laden 
with Bell flowers and W inter Nellies, the 
ivi.ury is seen. 
This feature of the place 
is an airy structure of closely netted 
wire, sustained at intervals of fifteen 
feet by wooden unrig its, fo rm ing a per­ 
fect cage. 
It is 175 * *et long and CO feet 
wide. 
W ithin itsco u tinea is a m iniature 
forest of q ;;ueo trees, the tops of which 
emerge thro ugh the netting. 
This, in 
addition to a covert of thick brash 
affords adm irable shelter fo r the birds 
in sum m er, while iu the w inter they 
have the use of a largo house th at is in 
the cage for their protection against the 
elements. 
W ith commendable foresight 
Mr. Emeric has stocked this aviary w ith 
English pheasants and Chinese golden 
phejisants, and there are also hundreds 
of quail there, merely as 11 side issue. 
Mr. Emeric estim ates th at he has over 
100 pheasants, and he proposes to set 
loose 100 or more of them each year to 
nm wild thro ugh the co untry, and wil 
give many aw ay to those who desire to 
propagate them. 
This will, of course 
be of great benefit to all lovers of bir<; 
shooting, and besides will assist m atari 
ally iu increasing the num ber of w hat 
are Mow a rare specie;) of fowl in this 
state. The pheasants are fed w ith wheat, 
and occasionally chopped liver is given 
to them. 
They are crossed w ith bantam 
hens, the result being game cocks that 
are ais pugnacious as their imported 
:rcH; and the pheasant is notably a 
lighting bird. 
Tin* golden pheasants 
tre only fitted for an aviary, and occupy 
h e [>001 tion that a Sevres vase does in a 
Ira wing room. 
Mr. Emeric has completed negotiations 
lo have a largo invoice of bobwhites rent 
¡0 him from the east, and then he will 
increase the proportions of his aviary to 
three times its present size. 
This bird is 
sim ilar to our California quail, only a 
little larger, and is better flavored. It is 
a great favorite with oiwtura hunters, 
and will Ik? gladly welcomed by local 
sportsmen. The same? course will bo pur- 
aued with these birds as wdth the pheas­ 
ants. The propagation of there valuable 
and interesting birds is a hobby w ith Mr. 
Emeric, an expensive one naturally, but 
one that he can afford, and his efforts 
should receive the earnest suppo rt of all 
those who are interested in the intro duc­ 
tion of new birds on this co ast.—San 
Francisco Chronicle.

Diphtheria is a co nstitutio nal disease; j 
it is in the blo o d, but it many times m an­ 
ifests itself lo cally in the thro at. 
It 
o ften causes white spo t® to appear o n the 
to nsils and ev en o n o ther parts o f the 
thro at. 
But these white spo ts aro far 
different in appearance fro m tho se seen 
in to nsilitis. 
A great number o f per­ 
so ns are frightened as so o n as they see 
white spo ts o n the to nsils; but if there is 
no epidemic o f diphtheria in the neigh­ 
bo rho o d do no t, as a general thing, fear 
that the tro uble is diphtheria. 
In nine 
cases o ut o f ten it is to nsilitis. 
A dangero us sympto m in this case, 
ho wev er, is a bad so re thro at witho ut fe­ 
v er a t tho o utset 
1 hav e seen the mo st 
fatal cases o f diphtheria start in this way, 
and 1 dread such car « mo st o f all. 
A 
tro ubleso me so re thro at befo re the fev er 
co rnea o n is suspicio us, arid needs a physi­ 
cian pro mptly. 
A fev er, acco mpanied 
generally with co ryza, but no t always, 
fo llo wed by so re thro at, is pro bably to n- 
silitis, and can be treated at ho me gen­ 
erally. 
We may get white spo ts in bo th 
cases. 
The white spo ts differ widely in 
the two diseases. 
In to nsilitis the white 
spo ts are merely dead cells that are 
bro ken 
do wn, disintegrated and are 
fo rced to the surface. 
They can be 
brushed away, but they are a trifling 
thing as co mpared with tho spo ts in diph- 
thei ia. 
Witho ut go ing deeply into the subject 
t>f diphtheria at this time, 1 shall simply 
say that the spo ts in this disease ¡ire the 
appearance at the surface o f tho to nsils o f 
a tenacio us membrane. 
This membrane 
dips do wn into the surface o f the to nsils, 
aid a jcaio v eu leav es a 1«.ceding, ugly 
track behind it, which is later filled witji 
ano ther membrane just as tenacio us.—A

“Under these circumstances there was 
nothing to induce me to desire that an­ 
other Rep ublican should succeed him. 
I 
did not wish to be the cause of making 
p ublic at ti at juncture any p riv ate busi­ 
ness transactions df the senator of which 
I had information that might be entirely 
legitimate and p rop er, and which cuul<X 
before an op p ort unity was offered him of 
showing it-, entire p rop riety, be used by 
his p olitical enemies to his detriment. I 
had information that Cameron had made 
a p urchase of silv er at so i e time during 
the last session of congress. I had no 
knowledge that he was connected with 
any p ool, nor had I any information thut 
would warrant me in a conclusion as to 
t he p rop riety or imp rop riety of the p ur­ 
chase made by him. * # * There was 
no agreement or understanding between 
Senator Cameron and myself, or any other 
p erson, that my testimony should l>e de­ 
layed in consideration of, or as an induce­ 
ment for, the senator to v ote against the 
force bill.”
